teacher and pu pil. 
Then at once 
there is manifest on the part of the 
parent a desire to tak e the child’s 
part u s aginst the teacher, the su p­ 
erintendent, the whole school, inclu d­ 
ing the board of edu cation, if neces­ 
sary. to this end. Ignorant of the 
aims of the school and the methods 
by which the teachers hope to ac- 
complish these aims, the parent in- ; 
evitably work s inju stice not only to 
the teacher, bu t also, and in a mu ch 
greater m easu re, to the very one he ■ 
tries to protect and assist—-his own 
child. 
Every time yon u phold you r 
child aginst the teacher, you teach I 
him to disrespect au thority, and in 
effect encou rage him to continu e in 
his evil cou rse of disrespect, diso­ 
bedience and selfishness. 
This is 
cru elty to the child, the cru elty of 
namby-pamby 
sentimentalism, 
the 
cru elest k ind of cru elty- the cru elty 
that shrink s from stringent measu res 
becau se of the silly compu nctions and 
delu sions of ignorant and fantastic 
mawk ishness. If you r child comes ou t 
of the edu cational oven u ndone, do 
not blame anybody bu t you rself. 
For years the requ irem ents

the blemish of a single fau lt. And the 
parents? The fathers more and more 
engrossed in bu siness 
affairs, 
the 
mothers drawn deeper and

shou ld be their greatest pleasu re, a 
share in the edu cational .development 
of their children. 
Parents shou ld 
aeqtu rint 
them ­ 
selves with the aim* and methods of 
teachers. We teachers are often criti­ 
cised becau se we do not cram ou r 
pu pils’ heads with 
more 
“ k now­ 
ledge.” As teachers we k now that 
only a limited amou nt of k nowledge 
can be forced u pon an u nwilling child 
bu t only that which he desires and 
receives with enjoyment has any last­ 
ing effect on his character. 
And 
the aim of edu cation is character. 
For a long time it was the principal 
pu rpose of the school to impart k now­ 
ledge au d the resu lt is very often the 
"shrew d” man who is "right” in his 
methods, bu t not honest. Real ami 
live teachers now aim to mak e school 
life pleasant and profitable, recog­ 
nizing tbe fact that the only legiti­ 
mate and final aim of edu cation is 
charcter. 
To this end the teachers 
stu dy their pu pils 
and 
recognize 
what is good in their disposition au d 
endeavor to bu ild on it a self-respect 
which may at all times be invok ed 
against temptation to bad condu ct. 
In very many cases the teacher has 
k eener insight in child-natu re than 
the parents and if u nhampered bj
